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IN ITALY 


RITISH light detachments have 
entered central Florence, and 
other Allied troops are steadily 
closing in on the Gothic Line, 
according to Reuter messages re- 
ceived last night from Allied Head- 
uarters and from Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent in Florence. ; 
Indiscriminate sniping — inside 
Florence has decreased, and officials 
are moving greater quantities of 
food, water aud medical supplies 
across the river for the civilian 
population. . 

The Gothic Line is a great natural 
mountain barrier that the Germans 
have strengthened across 150 miles 
of Italy. 

Positions on the southern bank 
of the Arno are being consolidated, 
while the Allied Adriatic flank 
moves northwards into line. 

New Zealanders, meanwhile, are 
fighting to clear the banks of the 
15 miles stretch of the Arno between 
Empoli and Florence. 

The fall of Empoli was the climax 
of a three days’ offensive. New 
Zealand troops in forward positions 
were completely under the observa- 
tion of the Germans, and had to 
move down a succession of ever- 
diminishing heights into the valley, 
dominated always by mountains 
which form the defences of the 
Gothic Line, 


COASTAL ADVANCE 


The Italian-Polish advance along 
the Adriatic coast has resulted in 
the capture of Frontone, about 28 
miles inland, and- 16 miles south 
of the Urbino-Fabriano railway.

ERMAN industrial and air forces

Fortresses, which flew through 
intense flak over Mannheim and 
Ludwigshafen, were escorted by 
-Mustangs and Thunderbolts. 

On the way home the Fighters 
bombed airfields and other targets 
in Germany and France, Several 
planes were. destroyed on the 
ground. Three Allied bombers and 
one fighter are missing. ot 

Medium bombers and fighter-. 
bombers have also been contrmuing 
attacks on. the South of France. 
Liberators and Flying Fortresses 
dropped high explosives on coastal 
military installations and gun 
emplacements between Toulon and 
Marseilles. . 

A force of Lancasters attacked 
shipping at Brest. - 

A British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué says that a force of 
Mosquitos attacked Hanover on 
Sunday night, and that mines were 
laid in German waters. 

Three of the five spans of the 
railway bridge over the Rhone at 
Pont-Saint-Esprit. 25 miles north of 
Avignon, were damaged, and the 
tracks were cut at both ends, in 
Sunday’s attack by heavy bombers. 

The bridge across the river 
Aygues, at Orange, 16 miles north 
of Avignon, was put out of service. 
Tracks were also cut at the south 
end of the bridge at Crest, 50 miles. 
north of Orange, on the river. 
Drome, a tributary of the Rhone.—

Two heavily-armed German escort 
ships, lying at anchor in the mouth 
of the Gironde, were attacked by 
rocket and cannon-firing Beau- 
fighters of R.A..

One section met a mixed forma- 
tion of ten M.E. 109s and F.W. 190s 
near Paris, destroyed five of them 
and damaged the other five in a 
sharp dog-fight. A D.O. 217, 
parked on an airstrip near Cour- 
talay, was destroyed by another 
Spitfire formation, while a third 
A.D.G.B. fighter force, operating 
near Valkenburg, in Holland, en- 
countered a F.W. 190, which was 
badly damaged, and probably 
destroyed.

Mr. Larkin went on to give the 
names and addresses of people who 
had been taken to hospital. “ Miss 
—— (the name was not audible in 
the Press gallery), who might have 
become a fine actress, had food on 
a train on January 29th and eventu- 
ally died. There was another out- 


break in one of the public résoris [ 


in the city and not a word about it 
appeared in the Press. Yet a thou- 
sand mén and women were drawn 
into this place without being 
warned of the epidemic. 

“Certain people were responsible 
for the dance at a Dublin establish- 
ment. There was a deliberate 
covering-up of it—I am not blam- 
ing the Press. I am charging some- 
one on the body politic.

He went on to instance cases of 
people who, he said, were taken to 
hospital and who lost their wages 
as a result of what amounted to 
forcible detention, and asked what 
compensation. these people would 
get for something which was not of 
their own doing. 

“1 suggest,” he said, “that this 
hush-hush policy is fatal. Why not 
tell the people what precautions 
they are to take and how to be on 
their guard? It is a public outrage 
on the part of any man or woman 
who allows this to go on. 


“I must give the ‘Irish Times’ 
credit,” Mr. Larkin said.

The ist Canadian Army at noon 
esterday, with the full support of | 
mber Command, began a major 
operation to dominate the lines of 
communication to Falaise, said a 
U.S. broadcaster from Normandy 

last night. 

“A smoke screen travelling at 
the rate of 12 miles an hour was 
laid down in front of our advanc- 
ing troops,” he said. ‘“ This dense 
smoke blew right into the eyes of 
the German defenders. 

“The tanks went in first—and 
were equipped with fiails, bacause 
it was ted that the German 
minefields would be extensive. 
“Following the tanks came the 

infantry. Some of the Canadians

Terrific Air Attack 


The heaviest air attack yet made 
in support of ground forces was 
delivered yesterday when the 
Canadians commenced their push 
towards Falaise, states Reuter. 

The onslaught was begun shortly 
before noon by a very powerful 
force of medium bombers from 
bases in Britain. The mediums 
went in in. their tight box-like 
formations to scatter a carpet of 
fragmentation bombs over the 
German forces blocking the path to 
Falaise. 

As the dust from this attack was 
still billowing in the air a terrific 
artillery barrage began. The unceas- 
ing rumble of 25-pounders was 
interspersed at intervals by the 
sharper staccato crack of smaller 


guns. 

As the Allied armour and infantry 
went forward rocket Typhoons 
subjected the scattered strong-points 
before the main positions to intensive 
attack. 

Then came the mighty strategical 
force of R.A.F. heavy bombers. | 


Air attacks have been used 
previously to open up and coincide 
with a land drive, but yesterday the 
“heavies” introduced another 
technique. Even as the armour 
moved in they drenched the main 
German positions with high 
explosive. 


The use of such large tactical 


and strategical forces in a single 
operation has never before been 
accomplished with such amazing 
precision and accuracy. 


A towering column of smoke rose 
up as more and more bombers went 
over in. a seemingly -never-ending 
Stream. As the planes roared in 
the flashes of flame all around indi- 
cated that the artillery was keeping 
up its unceasing fire. 

The bombing programme lasted 
four hours and minutes, and, 
even when the main weight of the 
attack had passed, pong of all 
2 hag kept up a ceaseless vigil over 
the battle area.—(Reuter.)

General Eisen- 
hower, the American Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Allied 
forces, who, by the way, 
has shifted his headquarters from 
Britain, to France, is not a man 
who talks much, “Yesterday, how- 
ever, he announced that the Allied 
armies had a “ fleeting, but de- 
finite, opportunity of a major 
victory,” and it is clear that 
Washington and London are 
placing high hopes on the events 
of the next week or so. It must 
never be forgotten that in this, 
as in every other war, offensive 


este; strategy regards territorial gains, 


while gratifying in themselves, as 
secondary objectives. Its real aim 
is the destruction of the opposing 
forces. Only thus, finally, can 
any decisive victory be won For 
a time it looked as if the 
Germans, who already had de- 
stroyed the Polish and French 
armies, would be able to repeat 
their successes against the 
Russians. The Soviet generals, 
however, proved themselves to be 
masters of elastic retreat. They 
did, in effect, what their predeces- 
sors had done a hundred and 
thirty years previously; and 
although they certainly suffered 
dreadful losses, they managed to 
keep the bulk of their armies in- 
tact,, avoiding the fate that befell 
Rennenkampf. and Samsonov in 
1914, and holding the Germans at 
arms’ length until they were 
able to mount their coufter- 
offensive after Stalingrad.
